The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  for  the  District  for  1959  shows 
a reduction  in  the  population  amounting  to  600,  This,  in  my  view, 
is  due  to  a sharp  fall  in  the  Aimed  Rorces  ’ population.  The  excess 
of  births  over  deaths  in  the  District  was  189.  The  Aimed  Farces’ 
population  in  a District  ccmplicates  the  picture  to  a certain  extent 
but,  allowing  for  this,  there  seems  to  be  a satisfactory  natural 
increase  in  the  peimanent  population  of  the  District, 

Birth  Rate. 

The  number  of  births  for  1959  was  453,  ccmpared  with  4^1  in  1958, 
Here  again,  the  presence  of  Armed  Forces  and  their  families  distorts 
the  pattern  considerably.  The  new  birth  rate  is  22,07,  compared 
with  21,88  in  1958.  This  is  the  adjusted  or  corrected  birth  rate, 
the  comparable  figures  in  England  and  T/ales  being  l6,5  which,  in  my 
opinion,  is  a veiy  satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

The  still  birth  rate  has  shown  a marked  decrease  and  is 
considerably  below  that  for  England  and  Wales,  i,e,  16,89,  as  compared 
to  21,0. 

Death  Rate 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  is  264,  a reduction  of  32  on 
last  year.  This  again  is  satisfactory  and  is  well  below  the 
figure  for  England  and  Wales,  the  comparative  total  being  9.27,  as 
compared  with  11, 60  respectively, 

A list  of  the  causes  of  death  appears  later  in  the  report. 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate 

This  again  is  standing  at  a very  low  level,  the  figure  being 
13.25  per  1,000  live  births,  England  and  Wales  showing  a corresponding 
figure  of  22,2,  The  number  of  actual  deaths  was  6,  an  increase  of 
one  over  the  previous  year.  The  follov/ing  is  a table  showing  the 
cause  of  death  and  the  age  of  these  infants

Once  again  heart  and  circulatory  diseases  are  the  commonest  cause 
of  death,  cancer  being  the  next  and  this  is  followed  by  respiratory 
conditions.  This  is  a most  important  observation,'  especially  with 
regard  to  the  proposed  siting  of  the  largest  electricity  generating 
station  at  Holme  Pierrepont,  which  cannot  do  anything  but  increase  the 
pollution  in  the  atmosphere  and  be  a contributary  factor  to  an 
increased  mortality  and  morbidity,  due  to  cardio-respiratory  diseases. 
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The  following  table  compcjres  the  death  rates  of  certain  diseases 
in  the  District  \rith  those  of  England  and  Yfeles:-

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Scarlet  Fever 


Scarlet  Fever  has  considerably  diminished  in  the  District,  there 
only  being  slightly  over  half*  the  notifications  of  the  previous  year. 
The  cases  were  mild,  scattered  and  sporadic. 


Whooping  Cough 

The  r.-'jmber  of  cases  notified  in  1959  was  13,  against  one  in  1958. 
With  rega.rd  to  notification  of  Whooping  Cough,  there  is  a great  '■ 
variation  in  the  different  parts  of  the  country,  depending  on  the 
custom  and  methods  of  the  individual  doctors.  Seme  doctors  v/ill  not 
notify  Whoop;’ ng  Cough  unless  the;'-  themselves  actually  hear  the  whoop. 
Other  doctors  will  not  diagnose  Whooprlng  Cough  unless  they  recover  the 
bacillus  of  Whooping  Cough  from  the  spit  of  the  patient.  Other 
doctors  are  more  lax  in  their  methods  and  are  content  to  accept  the 
observation  of  parents,  i’ds  leaves  a great  doubt  in  my  mind  to  the 
accxiracy  of  the  notification  of  this  disease,  Fran  my  ovn  personal 
expeidence,  I am  sure  that  since  the  use  of  the  combined  antigen 
against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough,  there  has  been  a dramatic  fall 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  the  latter  disease. 

Measles 

There  were  110  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the  year,  this 
showing  a considera.ble  ir.crease  in  1958  with  only  20  being  reported. 

The  disease,  however,  is  running  true  to  fom,  in  that  there  is  a 
build-up  over  2/3  years,  until  there  are  enou^  babies  present  who 
have  not  previously  taken  this  infection.  This  happens  quite 
explosively,  until  practically  the  whole  population  is  immune,  by 
virtue  of  having  had  an  attack,  • ’ 

Acute  Polionyelitis 

No  case  of  .Poli.cmyelitis  was  notified  during  1959,  this  being  a 
repeat  of  the  previous  year,  /CLthou^  it  is  too  early  to  be  dogmatic, 
I see  no  reason  for  not  being  confidently  optimistic  regarding  the 
value  of  the  intensive  drive  against  poliomyelitis,  which  started  over 
two  years  ago.  There  is,  hov/ever,  no  room  for  conplaoency  and,  as  in 
Diphtheria,  the  slightest  slackening  off  of  our  efforts  to  got  the 
whole  population  immunised  against  this  disease,  will  allow  its  ugly 
head  to  rise  once  more,  /ilthou^  the  imraunity  conferred  is  passive, 
i.e,  there  are  no  living  organisms  at  all  injected  into  the  individual, 
a new  form  of  protection  is  being  advocated,  especially  in  U,S,A,  and 
in  Russia,  i,e,  the  injection  of  live  poliomyelitis  organisms,  but  of 
a strength  which  is  incapable  of  producing  active  polionye litis, 
Althouglr  a trial  scheme  has  been  started  in  Manchester  to  test  out  this 
method  of  immunisation-,  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  results  of 
passive  immunity  ore  so  highly  satisfactory,  that  it  would  be  unwise 
to  take  any  risks  v/ith  active  imraunity  vfhich,  at  present,  has  not 
been  proved,  at  least  to  my  satisfaction. 


Meningitis 


One  case  of  Meningitis  was  notified  during  the  year,  an  increase 
of  one  from  1958, 

Dj-phtheria. 

For  many  years  now  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  notified  in 
the  District,  The  only  danger  I can  see  here  is  the  complacency  of 
the  population  and  the  slackening  in  the  preventative  field  of 
medicine  by  doctors,  both  Public  Hea.lth  and  General  Practitioners, 

Such  a dangerous  disease  as  Diphtheria  has  to  be  constantly  guarded 
against,  as  whenever  the  percentage  of  people,  especially  children, 
fall  below  a certain  limit,  (c,g,  the  Ministry  of  Health's  figure 
is  73fo  of  all  babies  under  one)  there  will  be  sporadic  outbursts  vith 
frequent  fatalities  amongst  the  non-immunised  section  of  the  comrmanity. 
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Food  Poisoning 

liLlce  1938,  there  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning, 

Dysentery 

There  were  tvro  Sonne  D/sentery  cases  notified  this  year,  a very 
low  figure  indeed,  but  not  as  low  s-s  the  previous  year,  where  none 
were  notified. 

Tuberculosis 

/idditions  to  the  Register  were  24-  cases  in  1939,  conpared  ydth 
20  in  1938.  Of  these  additions,  14-  were  fresh  notifications  of 
tuberculosis,  I3  pulmonary  and  1 non-pulmonary,  and  the  remaining  10 
were  cases  caning  to  live  in  the  District, 

Of  the  removals  fron  the  Register,  there  were  2 deaths  and  a 
further  8 cases  have  been  removed  from  the  Register,  all  of  whom 
have  gone  to  live  outside  the  District,  An  additional  7 cases  have 
been  removed  fron  the  Register,  due  to  recovery  from  the  disease.

The  figures  for  diphtheria  immunisation  ha.ve,  on  the  whole, 
maintained  their  position  with  those  for  1938,  It  is  seen  that 
293  babies  under  one  yea.r  received  a full  course  of  immunisation 
1939,  compared  with  106  in  1938,  This  is  in  accordance  v/ith 
the  policy  and  recommendation  of  the  I.'inistry  of  Health,  whose  target 
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Immunisation  ( contd, ) 

is  still  that  of  immunising  at  least  75^  of  all  babies  under  the  age 
of  one.  The  figure  of  293,  as  compared  v/ith  the  actual  number  of 
live  births  453,  shov/s  that  we  are  reaching  this  target. 

( c)  iThooping  Cough  Vaccination 

It  is  now  the  policy  of  this  department  to  include  \Vhooping  Cough 
immunisation  simultaneously  v/ith  Diphtheria  immunisation.  It, 
therefore,  follo’ws  that  the  majority  of  babies  are  being  immunised  at 
an  earlier  age  than  ever.  This  is  extremely  important,  as  most  of  the 
fatalities  from  'looping  Cough  occur  in  infants  of  extremely  tender 
ages. 


During  the  past  few  years,  however,  there  has  been  a steadily 
increasing  demand  by  the  public  for  the  use  of  triple  antigen  - 
that  is,  a combined  prophylactic  against  diphtheria,  v/hooping  cough 
and  tetanus.  This  is  in  even  more  demand  in  rural  districts.  The 
result  of  this  demand  is  that  the  Local  Authority  is  having  some 
difficulty  in  getting  mothers  to  present  their  children  for 
protection  against  the  first  tv/o  diseases,  as  they  can  have  the 
complete  protection  done  by  their  own  General  Practitioners.  There 
is  always  a danger,  however,  of  these  children,  as  it  were,  falling 
between  two  stools  and  not  being  immunised  at  all.  I would , therefore , 
make  a plea,  while  admitting  that  there  is  some  diversity  of  medical 
opinion  regarding  this,  that  this  District  should  be  allowed  to 
have  the  choice  of  double  or  triple  immunisation. 

( <1)  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

This  scheme,  undertaken  on  an  agency  basis  for  the  Local

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  Report  for  inclusion 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
year  1959. 

Clearance  of  substandard  houses  is  slow  and  most  frustrating. 
A number  of  houses  or  cottages  - 37  in  all  - were  subject  to 
written  undertaicings , either  to  demolish  the  property,  or 
convert  by  improvement  grant  assistance.  Where  individual 
demolition  has  taken  place  in  an  obviously  designated  Clearance 
Area  - scars  appear  on  the  landscape  showing  a half -finished  jobJJJ 

Flooding  of  houses  causes  great  distress  among  the  house- 
holds affected.  Is  it  caused  by  the  neglect  of  land  drainage 
systems  over  the  years?  V/ho  is  the  responsible  authority  for 
enforcing  efficient  land  drainage?  It  is  little  consolation  to 
the  hoviseholders  to  be  told  that  if  they  build  on  badly  drained 
land,  they  must  bear  the  consequences  of  persistent  flooding. 
Surely  the  time  has  now  axrived,  with  the  grave  shortage  of 
building  land,  that  Local  Authorities  should  have  legal  powers  to 
make  appropriate  changes  for  the  execution  of  efficient  land 
drainage , 

I must  give  praise  to  the  men  employed  on  the  refuse  vehicles, 
who  carry  out  this  work  cheerfully,  v^rith  a minimum  of  sickness, 
in  all  weathers. 

The  price  of  salvage  has  remained  steady  during  the  year, 
with  a slight  increase  in  remuneration.  The  average  waste  paper 
collection  frcm  Rural  Districts  throughout  the  Country  is 
approximately  0.45  tons  per  month  per  1,000  of  population,  whilst 
our  average  collection  per  month  is  approximately  0,82  - nearly 
twice  the  National  average. 

Finally,  I wish  to  record  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  at  all  times  and  to  all  the  Officials  of  the  Council, 
especially  those  in  the  HeaHth  Department,  for  their  help  and 
co-operation  at  all  times,
